MY  VISIT  TO  CONGRESS

In  April,  members  of  IFG  and  Panheilenic  groups 
from  all  across  the  country  joined  together  for  a 
week  in  Washington,  DC,  to  lobby  on  behalf  of  issues 
that  are  near  and  dear  to  the  heart  of  our  commu¬ 
nity.  From  preserving  the  value  of  charitable  giving, 
to  emphasizing  the  need  to  create  parity  in  the  tax 
code,  our  mission  was  to  shed  light  on  the  things  that 
impact  Greek  and  non-Greek  students  alike  on  cam¬ 
puses  all  across  the  country. 

Leaders  from  these  groups  joined  together  for 
two  days  of  training  on  the  Collegiate  Housing  and 
Infrastructure  Act  (GHIA)  before  actually  taking  our 
voices  to  the  Hill*  On  lobbying  day,  delegations  rep¬ 
resented  our  chapters  and  campuses  in  more  than 
413  meetings  with  members  of  Congress  and  staffers. 
In  these  meetings,  we  asked  Congress  members  to 
sponsor  CHI  A  and  to  partner  with  us  in  supporting 
the  numerous  efforts  of  our  Greek  community.  We 
explained  to  them  the  purposes  of  GHIA:  a  bill  that 
closes  a  gap  in  the  tax  code  and  delineates  between 
types  of  charitable  donations  made  for  infrastructure 
purposes.  In  other  words,  CHI  A  would  allow  donors  to 
give  to  non-profit  agencies  for  infrastructure  purposes 
and  receive  the  same  tax- deductions  they  would  they 
give  through  a  university. 

Many  of  these  members  were  Greek  themselves 
and  offered  up  praise  for  the  values  that  their  colle¬ 
giate  experiences  instilled  in  them.  At  the  conclusion 
of  our  day  on  the  Hill,  we  had  a  chance  to  celebrate 
with  a  closing  dinner.  Here  we  heard  personal  stories 
from  members  who  are  friends  of  the  Fraternity  and 
Sorority  Political  Action  Committee  (FSPAG),  We  also 
had  the  chance  to  honor  Theta's  own  Cindy  Stellhorn, 
Beta/Indiana,  who  has  led  the  PAC  diligently  for  the 
past  year,  and  celebrate  the  news  that  she  will  remain 
in  this  position  for  another  year! 

What  was  truly  amazing  about  all  of  this  was  see¬ 
ing  firsthand  that  what  we  are  a  part  of  really  does 
transcend  beyond  our  college  years.  Theta  says  it 
right  when  we  hail  that  these  experiences  truly  are 
“for  a  lifetime.”  Our  nation's  leaders  were  given  some 
of  their  most  formative  experiences  in  chapter  houses, 
meetings,  leadership  seminars,  etc.,  all  with  letters 
that  carry  with  them  the  values  and  the  history7  of 
our  organizations*  Needless  to  say,  this  experience 
reminded  me  of  how  proud  I  am  to  he  a  Theta!  0

THETA  LOVE  AFTER  COLLEGE 

Becoming  a  college  chapter  advisor  has  done 
much  for  strengthening  my  love  for  Theta. 

When  1  graduated  from  Albion  College  in  May  of 
2011,  I  knew  the  tiling  I  would  miss  the  most  was  my 
time  in  Pi  Chapter.  Being  a  member  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  had  been  the  most  enriching  experience  of  my 
life,  and  I  always  cherished  sharing  my  love  for  Theta 
with  others. 

After  graduation,  I  had  toyed  with  the  idea  of 
becoming  a  chapter  advisor,  but  with  law  school 
looming  in  my  future,  I  knew  that  the  time  was  not 
right.

She  mentioned  that  there  were  many  open  positions 
and  I  could  tailor  my  commitment  to  my  own  avail¬ 
ability.  Eventually,  I  spoke  with  the  advisory  board 
chairman  and  agreed  to  serve  as  both  the  operations 
and  administrative  advisor  for  Pi  Chapter. 

It  has  already  fulfilled  me  in  so  many  ways,  and  I 
get  so  much  pride  out  of  watching  the  members  of  Pi 
Chapter  grow  and  reach  new  heights.  What  I  did  not 
expect  was  how  much  serving  as  an  advisor  would 
strengthen  my  own  love  for  Theta.  While  attending 
mv  first  meeting  as  an  advisor,  I  was  moved  to  recog¬ 
nize  that  it  was  also  my  first  chapter  meeting  since 
graduating  in  2011. 

The  things  about  Theta  meetings  that  always 
meant  so  much  to  me  then  matter  even  more  now.  I 
recognize  that  one  of  the  best  things  about  being  an 
advisor  is  not  only  getting  to  help  the  active  members 
discover  a  love  for  Theta,  but  also  developing  my  own 
different  and  possibly  stronger  love  for  Theta  as  an 
alumna. 

If  you  are  looking  for  a  way  to  bring  Theta  love 
back  in  your  life,  look  no  further  than  advising  the 
closest  college  chapter.  There  is  no  better  way  to 
strengthen  your  own  love  for  Theta  than  by  watching 
a  new  chapter  of  women  developing  their  own.

WRAPPED  IN  SUPPORT 

When  1  pledged  Theta,  there  was  only  one  person 
in  the  entire  sorority  that  1  knew,  and  even  though 
the  sorority  house  was  within  a  mile  of  my  high 
school,  I  felt  completely  out  of  my  comfort  zone.  But 
Theta  was  literally  one  of  the  best  things  that  ever 
happened  to  me.  Most  of  my  fondest  memories  are 
those  with  whom  I  bonded  in  college  and  met  through 
Theta.  These  women  have  helped  me  through  all 
the  ups  and  downs,  taught  me  some  life  lessons,  and 
helped  me  become  the  person  I  am  today.  I  truly  con¬ 
sider  my  Theta  friends  my  sisters.  Minutes,  hours,  or 
months  can  go  by,  and  we  pick  up  right  where  we  left 
off,  because  we  all  know  our  bond  is  for  a  lifetime. 

My  Theta  story  involves  Hurricane  Katrina.  I  had 
all  my  Theta  T-shirts  made  into  a  blanket  when  I 
moved  to  New  Orleans  to  attend  nursing  school.  That 


was  one  of  those  times  in  my  life,  as  when  I  pledged 
Theta,  when  I  was  out  of  my  comfort  zone,  and  this 
blanket  provided  a  20-something-year- old  girl  with 
the  warmth  and  security  of  knowing  her  friends  were 
there  with  her,  even  though  they  were  all  miles  away. 
During  my  time  in  nursing  school,  this  blanket  had 
evacuated  with  me  and  then  returned  safely  home 
after  storms.  For  Hurricane  Katrina,  however,  I  did 
not  have  lots  of  time  to  evacuate.  I  was  using  the 
blanket  as  my  bedspread  at  the  time,  and  1  forgot  to 
take  it  in  my  haste.  1  realized  this  oversight  halfway 
to  my  parent’s  house  in  Baton  Rouge.  I  was  90  min¬ 
utes  into  the  drive  at  the  time  (normally,  I  would 
have  been  there),  and  I  seriously  contemplated  turn¬ 
ing  around  and  going  back  for  it.  I  knew  my  parents 
would  he  angry  if  I  turned  back,  and  I  figured  I  would 
just  call  my  boyfriend  (who  was  staying  behind  with 
his  family)  to  go  by  my  apartment  to  get  the  blanket  if 
he  had  a  chance. 

Well,  by  the  time  I  arrived  at  my  parent's  house, 
phone  sendee  was  not  the  best  and  I  was  barely  able 
to  talk  to  him.  He  told  me  the  storm  was  going  to  be 
worse  than  initially  thought,  and  so  my  worries,  of 
course,  turned  to  his  safety  and  not  the  blanket.  I 
went  to  bed  so  upset  and  worried,  but  I  woke  up  the 
next  morning  with  him  walking  through  my  parent's 
back  door.  I  was  so  happy  he  was  now  out  of  harm's 
way,  and  he  mentioned  that  he  did  go  by  my  apart¬ 
ment,  saw  the  blanket,  and  thought  to  grab  it,  but  had 
collected  some  other  things  instead. 

I  figured  it  would  he  there  when  I  got  home. 

Maybe  a  window  would  break  and  it  would  get  wet 
and  need  to  be  washed.  Fast-forward  about  24  hours, 
and  1  am  watching  news  coverage  of  boats  being 
launched  off  an  overpass  on  the  interstate  one  block 
from  my  apartment!  I  even  saw  my  flooded  home  on 
CNN.  I  just  kept  thinking  about  my  lost  possessions — 
pictures,  jewelry,  clothes,  my  blanket.  I  was  happy 
that  everyone  1  loved  was  safe,  hut  1  could  not  get 
over  all  the  irreplaceable  items  I'd  never  see  again. 

Within  a  few  days,  we  returned  to  New  Orleans 
and  assessed  the  damage.  My  boyfriend  walked  about 
a  mile  through  knee-high  water  and  got  into  my  apart¬ 
ment.  lie  took  some  pictures  and  gathered  what  he 
could.  My  blanket  came  out  of  the  flood  waters  in  a 
garbage  bag,  and,  unfortunately,  needed  to  stay  there. 
My  Theta  sisters  helped  me  through  this  time,  and  all 
that  changed  in  my  life.  They  would  call  and  cheek 
on  me,  they  would  send  cards  and  CDs.  They  did 
everything  I  needed  to  help  me  start  feeling  “normal” 
during  a  state  of  constant  chaos.  For  months,  they 
were  there  for  me.  Then,  on  Christmas  Eve  no  less, 

I  received  a  large  package  in  the  mail  It  contained 
the  sweetest  card  and  a  new  blanket  created  from 
their  old  T-shirts.  They  had  been  working  on  this  for 
months,  even  with  all  of  them  living  in  different  states 
and  going  through  their  own  changes  and  challenges. 
There  are  no  words  to  express  how  1  felt  when  I 
opened  that  box,  and  to  this  day,  I  still  can't  describe 
it.  They  gave  me  the  best  present  I  never  even  imag¬ 
ined  asking  for  or  receiving:  It  is  all  the  love,  support, 
warm  hugs,  and  fond  memories  sewn  into  it  that  make 
the  tangible  possession  the  best  gift  ever. 

That's  why  Tin  proud  to  be  a  Theta.  Those  women 
and  that  blanket  remind  me  every  day  that  it's  OK  to 
step  out  of  your  comfort  zone,  because  it's  all  going  to 
he  OK  when  you  have  Theta  love  and  sisters.

How  do  you  define  Kappa  Alpha  Theta?  How  do  you  encap¬ 
sulate  our  distinguished  history;  our  notable  members;  our 
mission,  vision,  and  values?  It's  a  challenge!  And  it’s  espe¬ 
cially  challenging  if  you  may  use  only  a  few  words. 

Over  our  nearly  150-year  history,  Theta  has  been  represented 
by  a  continuum  of  symbols  and  phrases.  Kites,  pansies,  twin 
stars,  “Finest  and  most  rewarding,”  “Fraternity  of  firsts,”  “True 
Promise.” 


KAPPA  ALPHA  THETA 

LEADING  WOMEN 


It  was  True  Promise,  in  fact,  that  was  adopted  as  the  Fraternity's 
tag  line  five  years  ago.  It  was  intended  to  convey  the  nature  of 
the  relationship  between  the  Fraternity  and  her  members:  we 
pledge  loyalty  to  Theta,  and  Theta  pledges  to  provide  us  with 
opportunities  for  life-long  sisterhood.  Promise  also  denotes 
potential,  and  True  Promise  was  intended  to  reflect  the  enor¬ 
mous  potential  of  our  members  for  social,  intellectual,  and 
moral  growth. 

One  of  the  strengths  of  True  Promise  is  that  it  can  mean  dif¬ 
ferent  things  to  different  Thetas;  each  member  could  define 
it  for  herself.  Conversely— and  unfortunately — that  strength 
also  turned  out  to  be  a  weakness.  As  an  organization,  we  were 
unable  to  consistently  articulate  our  message,  and  this  made  it 
difficult  for  chapters  and  individuals  to  articulate  it,  too. 

As  part  of  our  Plan  of  Aspirations,  Theta  partnered  with  a  strategic 
marketing  firm  to  survey  a  random  sampling  of  50,000  members 
during  spring  2012,  Only  14  percent  of  survey  respondents  cor¬ 
rectly  identified  True  Promise  as  the  Fraternity’s  current  tag  line. 

So  we  began  the  process  of  refreshing  our  verbal  branding  ele¬ 
ments  to  make  sure  they  reinforce  our  mission  and  vision  state¬ 
ments  and  have  meaning  for  our  members.  We  worked  with  the 
same  marketing  firm  to  redefine  our  brand  promise  and  develop 
new  Fraternity  tag  line  options  for  member  consideration  and 
Council  approval.  All  the  new  tag  line  options  were  developed 
based  on  a  set  of  keywords  provided  by  members  during  the 
first  survey,  as  well  as  those  that  speak  to  the  mission,  values, 
and  ritual  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  These  tests  were  conducted  in 
person  at  Grand  Convention  2012  in  Tucson,  and  by  follow-ups 
conducted  via  email  with  different  audiences. 
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A  LEADING  WOMEN 
LIST 


This  was  a  very  interesting  process!  Our  tag  line  needs  to 
describe  an  organization  of  women  of  all  ages;  who  went  to  col¬ 
lege  in  nearly  every  US  state  and  Canadian  province;  who  live 
all  over  the  world;  who  have  different  professions,  faiths,  and 
ethnic  backgrounds.  It's  certainly  to  be  expected  that  different 
words  and  phrases  would  resonate  more  or  less  strongly  with 
these  diverse  individuals. 

In  our  Council  discussions  about  Theta  s  tag  line,  we  found 
ourselves  returning  again  and  again  to  one  word;  hading.  In 
creating  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  our  founders  were  leading  the  way 
for  women’s  groups  and  for  women  in  higher  education.  Our 
Fraternity  is  known  as  a  leading  women’s  group;  our  ideas  and 
programs  have  often  been  on  the  cutting  edge.  As  individual  and 
as  chapters,  we  are  known  for  leading  in  our  communities  and 
on  our  campuses. 

After  a  great  deal  of  careful  thought,  Council  voted  unanimously 
to  adopt  Leading  Women  as  Kappa  Alpha  Theta's  tag  line.  Take 
a  minute  to  think  about  Leading  Women  and  how  it  represents 
who  vve  are,  where  we  Ye  been,  and  where  we’re  going. 

Now,  we  know  that  it  's  going  to  take  some  of  you  time  to  warm 
up  to  our  new  tag  line.  That’s  OK!  Please  take  your  time. 

This  was  not  an  easy  decision  for  us,  and  Pm  sure  we  thought 
through  the  same  questions,  or  even  concerns,  that  are  going 
through  your  head  right  now. 

We  believe  that  Leading  Women  appropriately  represents  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  at  this  point  in  our  history.  Theta  membership 
leads  women  into  a  life  of  friends,  experiences,  and  goals  that 
she  might  not  have  had  otherwise.  Being  a  Theta  leads  a  woman 
to  personal  excellence,  offering  her  ways  to  become  her  best 
self.  Our  ritual,  in  fact,  commands  us  to  be  nobler  women,  to 
lead  ourselves  to  personal  excellence  and  to  lead  others  there  as 
well.  It  commands  us  to  set  the  bar  high. 

And  when  Thetas  model  personal  excellence,  we  not  only  have 
the  chance  to  lead  on  our  campuses,  in  our  communities,  and  in 
our  professions,  we  have  the  chance  to  effect  real  change.  Just 
as  Bettie,  Hannah,  Alice,  and  Bettie  did.  0

Mental  Health  Initiative  by  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 


Did  you  know  that  (according  to  a  2004  study  by  the 

American  College  Health  Association)  nearly  45  percent 
of  college  students  have  felt  so  depressed  they  found  it 
difficult  to  function,  yet  only  20  percent  were  likely  to  turn  to  a 
school  counselor  for  help? 

“As  a  collegian,  you  are  forced  to  make  the  transition  from  adoles¬ 
cent  to  adult  very  quickly,”  said  Fraternity  President  Amy  Ilayner 
Kates,  Alpha  Phi/Tulane*  “Sometimes  relationships  or  events,  such 
as  homesickness,  financial  concerns,  or  family  issues,  make  that 
development  a  bit  more  challenging  for  today’s  college  student d* 

Due  to  the  staggering  statistics  relating  to  collegians  and  mental 
health,  in  autumn  of  2010,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  embarked  on  a 
mental  health  initiative,  Sisters  Supporting  Sisters,  The  goal  of 
the  program  is  to  encourage  dialogue  concerning  and  support 
for  all  aspects  of  mental  health  by  creating  a  safe  environment 
for  members  to  discuss  mental  health  issues,  providing  guidance 
for  recognizing  signs  of  and  helping  members  with  mental  health 
challenges  and  disorders,  and  supporting  members  facing  mental 
health  challenges  and  disorders. 

The  Association  of  Fraternity  and  Sorority  Advisors  (AFA)  hon¬ 
ored  Sisters  Supporting  Sisters  with  the  Excellence  in  Educational 
Programming  Award  in  2012*  This  award  recognizes  a  new  and 
innovative  program  developed  by  a  fraternal  organization  for  its 
undergraduate  or  graduate  members.  Sisters  Supporting  Sisters 
has  received  other  accolades  within  the  Greek  community.  An 
article  by  Ruth  Goodman,  the  former  editor  of  The  Quill  of 
Alpha  AT  Delta,  about  mental  health  concerns  among  college 
students  prominently  mentioned  the  program  and  was  published 
in  Connections,  a  magazine  of  the  Association  of  Fraternal 
Leadership  and  Values. 

Through  the  generous  support  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation, 
Sisters  Supporting  Sisters  has  joined  with  All  One  Health,  a  pro¬ 
fessional  telephone  counseling  service,  to  provide  confidential  and 
tailored  counseling  services  any  time  of  the  day  or  night  at  no 
charge  to  our  college  chapter  members.  The  counselors  at  the  All 
One  Health  call  line — Talk  Gne-2-One — can  work  with  callers  to 
address  a  variety  mental  health  issues,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  stress,  anxiety,  cutting,  depression,  substance  abuse,  eating 
disorders,  and  personal  relationships.  Additionally,  the  counselors 
at  Talk  One-2-One  can  provide  support  to  college  chapter  advi¬ 
sors  who  are  assisting  college  chapter  leaders  with  addressing 
mental  health  issues. 

Sisters  Supporting  Sisters  also  provides  online  resource  materials 
for  college  chapter  members  and  advisors  to  openly  discuss,  rec¬ 
ognize,  and  provide  guidance  for  members  facing  mental  health 
challenges  and  disorders*  A  new  online  mental  health  screening 
program  will  debut  in  autumn  2013  and  will  offer  customized 
referral  information  to  specific  resources.  Additional  enhance¬ 
ments  include  expanded  online  resource  materials  for  college 
chapters  and  advisors  and  educational  curriculum  on  a  wide 
spectrum  on  mental  health  issues,  to  be  used  by  members  and 
non-members  alike.  “We Ye  very  excited  for  the  potential  posi¬ 
tive  impact  bisters  Supporting  Sisters  has  on  the  personal  well¬ 
being  and  growth  of  our  members,”  said  Lynne  McGaul  Miller, 
Mu/Alleghcny,  chairman  of  the  Fraternity’s  Wellness  Committee. 
“This  one-of-a-kind  program  shows  Theta’s  commitment  to  care 
for  each  member  throughout  her  lifetime."  0

Johns  Hopkins,  home  of  Zeta  Chi,  is  a  private  research  university  based  in 
Baltimore,  The  university  was  founded  on  January  22;  1876,  and  named  for  its 
benefactor,  the  entrepreneur,  abolitionist,  and  philanthropist  Johns  Hopkins. 
The  Johns  Hopkins  University  Press,  founded  in  1878,  is  the  oldest  American 
university  press  In  continuous  operation*  The  school  of  medicine  was  America's 
first  coeducational,  graduate-level  medical  school;  in  1909,  the  university  was 
among  the  first  to  start  adult  continuing  education  programs;  and  in  1916, 
it  founded  the  first  school  of  public  health  in  the  US,  Thirty-six  Nobel  Prize 
winners  have  been  associated  with  Johns  Hopkins.

I  met  Julie  back  in  the  mid-1990s.  We  were  both 
escapees  from  big  law  firms  and  were  working  as  solo 
attorneys  in  Dallas,  For  a  few  years,  we  ran  into  each 
other  fairly  regularly. 

Then  I  was  hired  for  a  case  with  a  Goliath  law 
firm  on  the  other  side  of  it.  Needing  help,  l  thought  of 
Julie  and  asked  her  to  work  with  me,  Julie  and  1  live 
at  opposite  ends  of  the  spectrum  on  just  about  every 
front:  political,  philosophical,  demographic,  athletic, 
even  body  type  (she  is  a  permanent  size  zero,  and 
[  doubt  I  will  ever  break  into  the  single  digits).  But 
somehow*  working  on  that  ease,  we  clicked.  We  took 
it  all  the  way  to  jury  trial  in  federal  court,  and  in  clas¬ 
sic  underdog  fashion  (cue  the  Rocky  music),  we  won, 

1  celebrated  by  partying  into  the  night.  Julie  probably 
swung  by  the  gym  and  went  to  bed  early.  But  we  had 
developed  a  healthy  respect  for  each  other’s  strengths. 

Shortly  after  the  conclusion  of  that  case,  my  hus¬ 
band  and  I  moved  away  from  Dallas  for  some  years. 
When  we  returned,  Julie  and  I  had  another  short  but 
successful  joint  venture.  Afterward,  I  picked  up  the 
phone  and  called  her. 

“Hey.  You  want  to  share  some  office  space?” 

“Sure,”  she  replied. 

“We  could  just  bite  the  bullet  and  form  a  law 
firm,” 

“OK,  sounds  good  to  me.” 

And  that  was  the  full  extent  of  our  partnership 
agreement. 

This  exchange,  mind  you,  came  from  two  women 
who  never  could,  and  still  cannot,  discuss  any  politi¬ 
cal  or  social  issue  together  without  steam  coming  out 
of  all  four  ears.  What  was  it  that  made  us  know  we 
could  count  on  each  other?  Wliy  were  we  confident 
that  we  could  co-exist  in  that  first  broom  closet  of  a 
downtown  office  that  we  leased  with  such  trepidation? 
We  never  bothered  to  analyze  the  bond,  but  neither 
did  we  question  its  existence. 

When  it  came  time  to  decide  on  the  firm’s  name, 
we  flipped  a  coin — winner  gets  to  choose.  Julie  won 
the  toss,  and  promptly  put  my  name  first, 

A  couple  of  years  and  some  successes  later,  l  had 
the  chance  to  pay  her  hack  when  we  expanded  the 
firm  to  new  skyscraper  space.  The  suite  had  a  corner 
office  to  die  for.

“No,  you  take  it.” 

“No,  you  take  it.” 

I  sneaked  in  with  the  movers  and  directed  them  to 
put  Julie’s  furniture  in  the  corner  office.  Then  just  to 
he  safe  t  set  up  her  computer,  unpacked  her  files,  and 
mounted  her  name  plate  on  the  door.  Done  and  done. 

For  those  who  may  not  be  aware,  behavior  like  this 
is  alien  to  the  male-dominated  law-firm  environment. 

By  then,  though,  we  knew  we  owned  an  enterprise 
that  was  out  of  the  ordinary.  For  one  thing,  the  firm 
was  and  still  is  100  percent  female.  For  another  thing, 
Julie  and  1  discovered  that  we  had  been  similarly 
grounded  in  our  young  adult  years  in  the  importance 
of  sisterly  relationships  and  responsibilities.  It  must 
have  been  a  couple  of  months  after  we  opened  for 
business  in  the  broom  closet  that  an  envelope  arrived 
with  “Theta  Alumnae  Association”  on  the  front.  We 
both  reached  for  it. 

“That’s  for  me.” 

“Uni  ...  no,  probably  for  me,” 

And  then  at  the  same  time:  “You’re  a  Theta?” 

It  turns  out  that  Julie  is  a  member  of  the  Beta 
Zeta  Chapter  at  Oklahoma  State,  and  I  am  a  member 
of  the  Alpha  Theta  Chapter  at  Texas.  I  don’t  want  to 
go  overboard  and  say  that  our  common  experience 
in  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  is  the  source  of  the  success  of 
our  working  relationship — but  neither  do  l  think  it 
is  mere  coincidence.  By  pledging  Theta,  each  of  us 
reached  out  to  the  same  stated  values.  Theta,  in  its 
turn,  selects  for  a  shortlist  of  shared  core  qualities. 
Julie  and  1  are  living  proof  that  such  commonality, 
whether  we  are  aware  of  it  or  not,  can  take  credit  for 
bridging  very  different  life  views  and  supporting  other¬ 
wise  intimidating  business  endeavors. 

Over  the  past  six  years,  Julie  and  I  have  hired 
attorneys,  paralegals,  and  staff;  and  we  are  now  a 
nine- lawyer  firm.  Qualifications  and  education  are,  of 
course,  key  considerations  in  the  hiring  process.  All 
other  things  equal,  however,  the  following  is  also  true.

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Hi  / 1  11  the  girls  on  TV  are  somebody’s  wife  or  some¬ 
body’s  mother  or  somebody's  secretary.  What 
if  the  girl  was  the  somebody?”  These  words, 
uttered  by  actress  Mario  Thomas,  Qmieron/USG,  were 
tlie  genesis  for  That  Girl f  a  situation  comedy  in  which 
Thomas  portrayed  the  first  single  working  woman  on 
American  television. 

Not  many  television  series  can  lie  described  as  social¬ 
ly  or  psychologically  groundbreaking,  but  That  Girl 
is  probably  one  of  them.  It  was  the  forerunner  of  the 
highly  successful  Mar y  Tyler  Moore  Show .  Murphy 
Brown,  and  Ally  McBeal.  and  it  can  be  viewed  as 
an  early  indicator  of  the  changing  roles  of  women  in 
feminist-era  America,  It  also  presented  female  inde¬ 
pendence  as  a  site  of  struggle,  both  against  the  restric¬ 
tions  of  the  male-dominated  workplace  and  the  social 
and  familial  pressures  for  marriage. 

Makers:  Women  Who  Make  America  is  a  2013  docu¬ 
mentary  about  the  struggle  for  women's  equality  in 
the  United  States  during  the  last  five  decades  of  the 
twentieth  century.  According  to  www.  makers  .coin,  the 
film  tells  the  story  of  A.,  a  revolution  that  has  unfold¬ 
ed  in  public  and  private,  in  courts  and  Congress,  in 
the  boardroom  and  the  bedroom,  changing  not  only 
what  the  world  expects  from  women,  but  what  women 
expect  from  themselves.”  Among  the  trail  blazing 
women  who  are  interviewed  in  the  documentary  are 
Hillary  Rodham  Clinton,  Madeleine  Albright,  Betty 
kriedan,  Christ iane  Amanpour,  Geraldine  Ferraro, 
Condoleezza  Rice,  women  who  appear  on  the  Forbes 
Most  Powerful  Women  list  ...  and  Mario  Thomas. 

Maybe  it  seems  odd  for  the  star  of  a  five-season  TV 
series— even  a  landmark  series  like  That  Girl- — to 
be  considered  a  trailblazer.  But  Thomas's  career  is 
multi-faceted;  she  is  also  an  author,  a  social  activ¬ 
ist,  and  a  philanthropist.  She  was  the  creative  force 


behind  Free  To  Be  ...  Von  and  Me.  a  multi-media 
project  that  aimed  to  teach  kids  that  hoys  and  girls 
aren't  that  different  after  all:  that  every  child,  no  mat¬ 
ter  which  gender,  can  wear  whatever,  like  whatever, 
behave  however  it  wants.  That  every  child  can  be  free 
just  to  be.  Free  To  Be  told  girls  they  could  grow  up  to 
be  both  mommies  and  doctors,  and  they  didn’t  have 
to  get  married  if  they  didn't  want  to.  It  told  boys  they 
could  cry  or  play  with  dolls  without  fear  of  scorn.  It 
said  boys  and  girls  could  be  friends.  The  Free  to  Be 
book  became  a  best-seller;  the  eponymous  TV  special 
won  an  Emmy  and  a  Peabody. 

Profits  from  Free  to  Be  ...  Von  and  Me  benefited 
the  Ms  Foundation  for  Women,  which  was  founded 
in  1973  hv  Thomas,  Patricia  Carbine,  Petty  Cottin- 
Pogrebin,  Gloria  Steinem,  and  Marie  C.  Wilson. 
According  to  its  website,  the  foundation  is  dedicated 
to  “elevating  women’s  voices  and  creating  positive 
change  for  women  nationwide.”  It  makes  grants  that 
are  paired  with  skills-building,  networking,  and  other 
strategic  opportunities  to  advance  women's  grassroots 
solutions  and  to  build  social  movements  concentrat¬ 
ing  on  four  areas:  building  democracy,  economic  jus¬ 
tice,  ending  violence,  and  women's  health.  One  of  the 
foundation's  early  initiatives  was  the  establishment  of 
Take  Our  Daughters  to  Work  Day, 

Mario  Thomas's  father,  entertainer  Danny  Thomas, 
founded  St,  Jude  Children’s  Research  Hospital  in 
Memphis,  Team  Today,  she  serves  as  national  out¬ 
reach  director  for  the  hospital,  which  celebrated 
its  fiftieth  anniversary  in  2012.  In  an  article  in 
the  American  Airlines  in-flight  magazine,  Thomas 
explained  the  founding  principles  of  the  hospital:  “No 
child  will  ever  be  turned  away  for  his  or  her  family's 
inability  to  pay  (we  pay  for  everything — treatment, 
travel,  food,  lodging — whatever  it  takes  to  make 
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a  child  better)  and  that  the  hospital’s  pioneering 
research  and  discoveries  will  always  be  freely  shared 
with  doctors  and  scientists  around  the  globed' 

In  case  Thomas's  career  as  outlined  so  far  doesn’t 
make  you  feel  a  little  exhausted,  there’s  more,  She 
has  been  honored  for  her  activism  with  the  Helen 
Galdicott  Award  for  Nuclear  Disarmament,  the  AGLU’s 
Thomas  Paine  Award,  the  American  Women  in  Radio 
and  Television  Satellite  Award,  and  the  William 
Kunstler  Racial  Justice  Award.  In  addition  to  Free  to 
Be  ...  You  amt  Me.  site  has  authored  five  other  books: 
The  Right  Words  at  the  Right  Time  {volumes  one  and 
two),  (Trowing  Up  Laughing*  Thanks  and  Giving 
All  Year  Long,  and  Free  to  Be  ...  A  Family.  She  has 
a  website,  marlothomas.com „  Along  with  the  above- 
mentioned  Emmy  and  Peabody  awards,  she  has  been 
honored  with  three  more  Emmy  Awards,  a  Golden 
Globe,  and  a  Grammy  and  has  been  inducted  into  the 
Broadcasting  Hall  of  Fame.  And  she  continues  to  act; 
her  most  recent  theatrical  appearance  was  a  critically 
acclaimed  performance  in  Elaine  May’s  George  Is 


Dead  on  Broadway. 

In  April,  another  accolade  came 
her  way:  Town  and  Gown, 
the  University  of  Southern 
Cali  for  ilia's  longes  t-serving 
support  organization,  honored 
Mario  Thomas  with  its  Lifetime 
Achievement  Award.  The  award 
was  bestowed  at  the  group's 
annual  benefit  luncheon,  which 
raised  more  than  8125,000 
for  USC  scholarships  and  was 
attended  by  800  people.  Among 
the  attendees  were  more  than 
90  Thetas,  including  Fraternity 
President  Amy  Hayiier  Kates, 
Alpha  Phi/Tulane,  and  Theta 
Foundation  Trustee  Vicki 
Laugh!  in  McGluggage,  Omicron/ 
USC,  who  also  served  as  the 
benefit’s  co-chairman .

(tlhere  t  M  Began 

I  am  very  happy  to  be  in  the  presence  of  so  many 
Trojans!  There  are  five  in  my  family  alone,  Includ¬ 
ing  my  sister,  Terre,  and  my  brother,  Tony,  long¬ 
standing,  avid  alums  who  are  here  with  me  today;  And 
l  do  mean  avid:  each  of  them  actually  had  the  USC 
marching  band  at  parties  they  threw. 

Seeing  everyone  today  has  brought  hack  so  many 
memories.  All  morning  I've  had  music  playing  in  my 
head  like  the  soundtrack  of  an  old  movie.  Songs  we 
used  to  play  at  the  Theta  house:  “Mack  the  Knife,” 
“Put  Your  Head  on  my  Shoulder,"  “Wake  Up,  Little 
Susie.” 

And  now  here  1  am,  a  lifetime  later,  accepting  this 
extraordinary  award.  I  am  very  touched  by  this  recog¬ 
nition. 

Protocol  would  dictate  that  I  begin  by  thanking  all  of 
you  behind  this  honor — -the  Town  and  Gown  people, 
the  deans,  and,  of  course  my  soul  sisters  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta.  And  I  do  thank  you. 

But  I  can't  help  it.  I'm  a  comedian’s  daughter,  and 
when  1  see  this  many  people  gathered  in  a  room,  I’m 
genetically  bound  to  tell  a  funny  story. 

A  young  woman  finds  herself  seated  next  to  Albert 
Einstein  at  a  luncheon  quite  like  this  one.  After  a 
while,  she  turns  to  Dr.  Einstein  and  asks,  “Well,  what 
do  you  do?” 

Professor  Einstein  says,  “I  study  physics.” 

And  she  savs,  “Oh,  really.  I  finished  that  three  years 
ago.” 

I  love  to  hear  laughter.  A  friend  of  mine  once  told  me 
that  laughing  together  lias  an  intimacy.  It's  like  danc¬ 
ing  together.  And  I  think  that’s  the  real  achievement

of  my  life:  that  I  have  hung  on  to  the  love  of  laughter 
that  1  learned  as  a  child. 

I  was  an  English  major  at  USC,  and  1  remember  a 
great  quote  by  Emerson,  lie  said:  “Do  not  go  where 
the  path  may  lead.  Go  instead  where  there  is  no  path 
...  and  leave  a  trail.” 

All  young  people  have  to  make  their  own  trail,  and 
this  was  the  big  challenge  of  my  young  life.  When  I 
was  18  and  just  trying  to  make  a  name  for  myself  as 
an  actress,  I  got  the  lead  in  Gigi  in  summer  stock,  I 
was  so  excited.  1  was  on  my  way!  But  every  interview, 
everyr  review,  compared  me  to  my  famous  father.  Will 
she  be  as  good  as  Danny  Thomas?  As  funny?  Will  she 
last  as  long? 

It  was  very  discouraging.  8o  with  a  lump  in  my  throat. 
I  went  to  my  father  and  said,  "Daddy,  I  love  you,  but  1 
don’t  want  to  be  a  Thomas  anymore.  I  want  to  change 
my  name  and  make  my  own  way.” 

He  looked  at  me  and  said,  “I  raised  you  to  be  a  thor¬ 
oughbred,  and  thoroughbreds  run  their  own  races. 
They  don't  look  at  any  of  the  other  horses;  they  just 
wear  their  blinders,  and  they  run.  And  that’s  what  you 
have  to  do.  Don’t  compare  yourself  to  me  or  anyone 
else.  You  just  run  your  own  race.” 

A  few  nights  later,  a  big  box  arrived  at  the  theatre, 
with  a  red  ribbon  around  it,  and  inside  was  a  pair  of 
old  horse  blinders  and  a  little  note  that  said,  “Run 
your  own  race,  baby.” 

And  that  is  what  I’ve  tried  to  do.  When  my  Theta  sis¬ 
ters  were  getting  married  one  by  one,  I  excitedly  went 
with  them  to  pick  out  their  china  and  silver.  But  even 
so,  i  vowed  that  the  domestic  scene  was  not  for  me, 
and  that  1  was  going  to  pursue  my  career.  No  surprise 
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that  I  created  the  first  single  career  girl  on  television, 
who  told  her  make-believe  father — just  as  she  told  her 
real  life-father — "Daddy,  l  don’t  want  to  get  married.  1 
want  a  career.” 

Revolutionary  for  TV  in  the  '60s.  And  not  so  easy  for 
the  daughter  of  a  first-generation  American/Lebanese 
father,  either. 

But  every  girl  has  a  role  model  somewhere  in  her 
family  tree.  And  for  me  it  was  my  grandmother,  my 
mother's  mother.  She  was  a  real  character.  She  looked 
like  a  dark-haired,  dark-eyed  Sophie  Tucker,  And  she 
sang  in  that  same  kind  of  husky,  raucous  voice.  But 
grandma  did  Sophie  one  better — she  also  played  the 
drums.  In  her  70s,  she  was  playing  drums  with  her 
little  band,  called  “Marie’s  Merry  Music  Makers,”  in  a 
beer  garden  in  Pasadena.  During  the  week  she  hilled 
herself  as  “Danny  Thomas's  mother-in-law”  and  on 
the  weekends,  to  get  the  younger  crowd,  she  billed 
herself  as  “Mario  Thomas’s  grandmother.” 

Of  course,  everyone  tried  to  get  her  to  act  her  age  and 
give  up  the  drums  ...  or  at  least  the  beer  gardens.  My 
mother  wished  she  would  just  retire  to  making  pasta 
and  babysitting,  and  my  father  wished  she  was  Bob 
Hope's  mother-in-law.  People  always  ask  me  when  1 
became  a  feminist.  And  1  always  say  it  started  with 
Grandma. 

And  that  vow  never  to  marry?  Well,  I  went  on  this 
talk  show,  and  flirted  for  a  full  hour  with  the  host, 
saying  brilliant,  feminist  things  like,  “Oh,  Phil!"  and 
“Oh,  you're  so  funny,  Phil!”  It  was  really  embarrass¬ 
ing.  Then  at  the  end  of  the  Donahite  Show,  Phil  took 
my  hand  and  said,  “Well,  you  are  a  just  a  fabulous 
guest.”  And  1.  never  one  to  demur  from  expressing 
myself  fully,  said,  “You  are  wonderful  and  kind,  and 
you  like  women,  and  whoever  is  the  woman  in  your 
life  is  very  lucky.”  And  when  I  told  my  mother  a  few 
months  later  that  I’d  fallen  in  love  with  a  man  with 
five  children,  she  said,  “Oh,  what  a  joke  on  you!” 

But  joke  or  not,  next  month  Phil  and  I  will  be  married 
33  years. 

And  so,  1  stayed  on  my  Emerson  journey,  picking  the 
unknown  roads.  When  my  friends  and  I  created  Free 
To  Be  ...  You  and  Me  in  the  early  1970s,  none  of  us 
was  sure  how  it  would  be  received,  but  we  were  dead 
sure  that  the  message  we  were  delivering  to  kids  was 
the  right  message. 

When  1  became  a  part  of  the  women’s  movement  not 
long  after  that,  none  of  us  was  sure  that  we  would  tri¬ 
umph  in  our  fight  for  equality,  but  we  were  dead  sure 
that  our  bond  of  sisterhood  would  see  us  through  the 
battles,  and  that  we'd  draw  strength  and  inspiration 
from  each  other.  But,  eventually,  all  life’s  trails  lead 
us  back  to  family.  And  for  my  family,  nothing  is  more 
personal  than  St.  Jude  Children’s  Research  Hospital. 

Terre  and  Tony  and  1  had  never  intended  to  carry  the 
torch  of  St.  Jude.  In  fact.  Dad  had  been  quite  clear  to 
us  that  the  work  of  the  hospital  would  not  be  our  bur¬ 
den  to  carry  after  he  was  gone.  Which  was  psychologi¬ 
cally  brilliant.  As  he  knew  we  would,  the  three  of  us 
work  side  by  side  and  diligently  all  year  long. 

Soon  after  Dad  died,  1  took  a  trip  to  Memphis  to  let 
everyone  at  the  hospital  know  that  we'd  he  there  if 
they  needed  us.  When  I  got  to  the  driveway  at  the 
hospital,  with  the  15-foot  statue  of  St.  Jude  standing 
tall  at  the  entrance,  I  sat  in  the  car,  paralyzed.  I  didn't 
want  to  go  inside.  It  was  all  too  fresh.  1  also  didn’t 
want  to  cry  in  front  of  the  children  or  their  parents. 


They  had  enough  heartache  of  their  own. 

So  1  pulled  myself  together  and  went  inside. 
In  the  lobby,  a  party  was  going  on.  There  was 
ice  cream  and  cake.  Confetti.  Balloons.  And 
the  happy  clamor  of  children  running  around 
in  party  hats. 

“Whose  birthday  is  it?”  1  asked  a  nurse. 

“Oh,  it’s  not  a  birthday  party  ”  she  said.  “It's 
an  ofi-chemo  party.” 

I  had  never  seen  anything  like  this  before. 
Here  were  all  these  little  children  celebrat¬ 
ing  and  deriving  strength  from  one  child's 
turn  for  the  better,  with  their  parents  and 
grandparents  standing  by  with  rears  in  their 
eyes.  If  this  child  could  make  it,  maybe  their 
beloved  child  would,  too. 

These  children  have  changed  my  life.  I'm 
a  different  person  because  of  them.  I  have 
looked  into  their  little  faces  and  seen  such 
courage  and  strength  and  compassion  and  an 
unbelievable  capacity  for  joy  in  the  face  of 
such  adversity.  And  I've  seen  the  humanity 
that  is  possible  in  all  of  us. 

And  I've  gotten  to  know  them  and  their  fami¬ 
lies,  just  as  my  father  had.  I've  been  to  their 
graduations  and  their  weddings  and  even 
their  funerals.  I  have  held  a  dying  child  in 
my  arms  and  said  goodbye.  I  never  thought 
I  could  bear  such  a  thing.  But  I  have.  And  it 
changed  me. 

And  so  tills  has  been  my  life  ...  the  one  for 
which  you  honor  me  today. 

Was  1  the  best  student  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California?  Mot  by  a  long  shot.  Did 
I  skip  a  class  or  two  when  a  cute  basketball 
player  suggested  I  cut  math  and  grab  a  cof¬ 
fee  at  the  grill?  Guilty  as  charged.  Would  I 
have  wound  up  making  Emerson’s  journey 
anyway,  even  if  I'd  never  stepped  foot  on  the 
USC  campus?  Who  knows? 

But  what  I  am  sure  of  is  USC  was  where  it  all 
began  for  me.  You  took  a  kid  from  Beverly 
Hills — who'd  never  been  in  a  classroom 
before  that  didn't  have  uniforms  and  nuns — 
and,  for  the  first  time  in  her  life,  you  spread 
the  world  out  in  front  of  her  and  said,  “OK. 
Take  a  look.  That's  your  life  out;  there.  What 
are  you  going  to  do  with  it?” 

And  for  you  to  honor  me  today  for  what  1 
wound  up  doing  tells  me  that  maybe  I  left 
that  trail  after  alb  It  Is  one  of  the  greatest 
honors  l  will  ever  receive.  For  that,  1  thank 
you  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart.  <> 
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These  children 
have  changed 
my  life.

SAVING  YOUR  PERSONAL  HISTORY 
IN  A  DIGITAL  AGE

How  many;  of  us  now  communicate  with  friends 
and  family  primarily  via  Facebook  or  other  social 
media  sites?  Have  you  saved  the  stories  and  photo¬ 
graphs  you  have  posted  there?  Do  you  have  a  blog? 
Are  you  saving  all  those  pictures  you  take  with  your 
digital  camera?  Have  you  saved  any  emails  you  sent 
to  family  and  friends? 

1  recently  heard  a  well-known  director  of  a  large 
genealogy  collection  identify  our  current  era  as  a 
potential  “dark  age”  of  family  and  personal  history. 
Where  once  there  were  letters  and  cards,  now  there 
are  emails  and  posts  to  social  media  sites.  Instead  of 
photographic  prints,  images  are  digital,  never  printed 
out,  and  enjoyed  only  on  computer  screens  and 
mobile  phones.  His  concern  was  that  in  the  future, 
our  grandchildren  s  children  would  not  know  their 
families — as  we  now  do — through  old  photograph 
albums  and  letters.  Even  those  of  us  who  still  have 
shoeboxes  full  of  photographs  and  letters  now  also 
have  disks,  flash  drives,  phones,  and  computers  full 
of  images  and  notes.  Many  of  us  do  not  know  how  to 
save  these  items  for  the  future.  A  hard  copy  is  easy  to 
tuck  away,  hut  preserving  something  in  the  cloud  or 
on  a  computer  is  a  challenge  for  many  of  us. 

Digital  items  are,  in  fact,  more  difficult  to  save. 

The  hardware,  software,  and  applications  needed  for 
access  are  constantly  evolving.  And  there  are  many 
things  that  can  go  wrong:  the  computer  crashes;  you 
lose  tlie  flash  drive,  forget  the  password,  or  (even 
more  likely)  you  no  longer  have  the  appropriate 
equipment  or  software  to  access  the  digital  materials. 
And  while  softwa  re  and  a  p  p  c  re  a  tors  h  a  ve  m  a  de  i  t 
easy  to  share  photos  and  send  messages,  the  emphasis 
is  on  the  present  and  not  on  what  needs  to  he  kept  for 
the  future  to  represent  the  past. 

Archivists  and  historians  have  recognized  that 
as  we  change  the  way  we  communicate  with  friends, 
family,  and  others,  we  need  to  think  of  new  ways  to 
preserve  that  information  so  we  can  tell  the  story  of 
ourselves  to  those  who  come  after  us. 

The  Library  of  Congress  has  identified  four  steps 
to  preserving  your  own  digital  files. 

*  Identify  the  digital  files  you  have  (and  where 
they  are).  What  do  you  have  stored  on  com¬ 
puters,  discs,  flash  drives,  smartphones, 
tablets,  laptops,  or  camcorders?  Do  you  have 
digital  photographs,  documents,  videos? 


What  about  the  emails  recounting  important 
news  of  the  family?  How  do  you  save  those 
social  media  posts,  particularly  those  that  are 
announcing  important  family  news?  (There’s 
probably  no  need  to  save  your  scores  for 
online  games!) 

*  Decide  what  items  you  really  need  to  save. 
Digital  files  need  to  he  reviewed  and  culled 
just  as  paper  files  do.  You  don’t  have  to  save 
everything.  Do  you  really  need  to  save  the 
blurry  photos?  Or  multiple  shots  of  the  same 
group  at  the  same  event?  Did  you  take  1,000 
pictures  on  your  last  vacation,  and  do  you 
really  need  to  keep  ail  of  them?  Do  you  need 
to  save  all  your  emails,  including  the  ones 
about  whose  turn  it  is  to  bring  pumpkin  pies 
to  Thanksgiving  dinner?  Make  a  list  of  topics 
important  to  you  and  your  family  and  pre¬ 
serve  those  items  that  reflect  those  topics. 

*  Organize  the  digital  files  so  you  can  find 
things  again.  As  with  paper  files,  you  need 
to  establish  some  folders  and  label  tlie  files 
themselves  with  at  least  a  date  and  topic. 
Labeling  digital  materials  helps  you  identify 
them  without  having  to  actually  open  a  disc 
or  file.  The  organizing  system  does  not  have 
to  be  fancy:  something  as  simple  as  a  folder 
for  each  family  member  and  activity  or  holi¬ 
day  will  work  fine.  Establishing  a  system  will 
also  help  you  weed  out  duplicate  materials  or 
items  not  worthy  of  saving  permanently.  Use 
software  to  “tag”  or  describe  and  identify  your1 
photographs, 

*  Make  copies  of  your  digital  files.  Back  up  you 
files!  Of  course  you  hear  this  all  the  time,  but 
one  of  the  best  ways  to  protect  your  digital 
records  is  to  back  them  up.  Make  two  copies 
of  the  backup  and  keep  one  near  the  comput¬ 
er  and  tlie  other  offsite.  You  can  store  the  files 
via  “cloud”  storage,  bur  make  sure  that  you 
are  dealing  with  a  service  provider  that  will 

be  around  awhile.  Make  a  habit  of  backing  up 
regularly — once  a  month,  twice  a  year,  annu¬ 
ally — however  frequently  you  want  to  do  it. 

While  our  focus  here  has  been  on  personal 
records,  remember  to  also  preserve  the  digital  records 
of  the  organizations  and  institutions  that  you  may 
serve  as  a  volunteer.  Their  stories  need  to  be  pre¬ 
served  as  well,  0
